Too often comic book series based on a licensed properties 
end up being rather childish and moronic, There are, of course, a 
few notable exceptions. Fortunately for both you and comic fans, 
the JURASSIC PARK comics are one of those exceptions. The 
current "Green Flame" story in RETURN TO JURASSIC PARK is 
quite good. Instead of having the characters getting into 
confrontations with dinosaurs every other page, this comic has 
suspense, intrigue, mystery, and good characterization. The main 
reason | liked the JP movie was that it not only had superb special 
effects, but interesting characters. The quality of the current 
story is due to a large degree to the interaction between the four 
protagonists. | did think the battle between the Ingen team and 
the rogue soldiers on pages 20-23 was rather pointless and silly, 
but aside from that, Steve Englehart wrote a good story. 

Regarding the art, Joe Staton is one of those off-beat artists 
whose work is very distinctive. It's ironic that, after years of 
drawing Green Lantern at DC, he's now doing a story for this 
comic about a "Green Flame”. Talk about an unusual coincidence. 
Rich Rankin's name is familiar, but | can't recall where I've seen his 
work before.
